Timothy Seed Hints 

Geo. H. Clark, seed commissioner 
of Dominion of Canada Department 
of Agriculture Seed Branch writes 
from Calgary: 

The 1916 crop of Alberta timothy 
seed would seem to require special 
facilities for marketing and the fol- 
lawing tentative arrangements have 
been made, subject to change as ex- 
perience in handling the seed may 
Warrant, 

(1) The Dominion Department ol 
Agriculture and the Board of Grain 
Commissioners agree that the widely 
and favorably known system for 
grading, handling and marketing of 
grain should so far as possible 
be made available for timothy seed. 

(2) For this year the Government 
interior terminal elevator at Cal 
gary will be fitted for the handling 
of timothy seed. Timothy seed will 
be received in bags, the bags return- 
ed to the shipper whose name i 
contained thereon, farmer's lots.be 
ing kept separate, though in quanti- 
ties of less than  car,lots. The seed 
will be cleaned and graded and ware- 
house certificates issued for the net 
weight and grade or grades of seed 
obtained after cleaning. The total 
charge for receiving, cleaning, cleva- 
ting, sacking and loading ex elevator 
will be 5c per ewt. Large bins will 
be provided for Extra No. 1, No. 1, 
No. 2, No. 3 and _ rejected grades. 
After cleaning, 
timothy may not retain its identity 
but may be bulked with other lots of 
the same grade.

Timely Hints 


Fruit pies can be prevented from 
boiling over while baking if you add 
one tablespoonful of cornstarch to the 
fruit.

Milk or cream when used in com- 
bination with tomato can be kept from 
curdling by adding a bit of bicarbon- 
ate of soda before mixing. <A small 
quantity of bicarbonate of soda, stir- 
red into milk or cream, will keep it 
from curdling in hot water. 

When patty cases are placed in the 
oven too soon after being cut out, 
they are unshapely and _ contracted 
when baked. After they are placed on 
the baking tins they should be left 
in a cool place for at least an hour.

A Tasty Potato Dish 


Take one pound of boiled potatoes 
and pass them through a wire sieve. 
Mix into them one ounce and a half 
of butter, or dripping, one ounce of 
finely grated cheese, the yolk of an 
egg, and pepper and salt to tasts 
Form into little rolls, about two and 
o helf inches long and one inch in 
diameter, using a little flour for ro!- 
ling them. Put the rolls on a butter- 
ed baking tin, glaze over with a beat 
en egg. Mark with a knife, and bake 
in the oven till a deep brown, then 
pour a little meltcd butter over then, 
¢nd sprinkle with chopped parsley. 


PEAS IN POTATO FIELD 


Record of How Crops Thrive and 
Make Money Together 


Walter Johnson writes in the Mari- 
@me Farmer as follows: I have been 
interested in the method my brother 
in Vermont used to grow his market 
garden crop of green peas. He plows 
his sod ground in the fall for potatoes, 
harrows in cow and horse manure. 
The next spring, just before planting 
time, he marks the ground 3 feet 
apart_each way, dropping one piece of 
potato with two eyes to each hill or 
cross mark. He then has a man follow 
with peas, which have been soaked 
for a day in soft water, dropping not 
more than two peas at each two hills 
apart, fertilizer having been dropped 
before the potato. The hills are now 
covered by drawing the loose dirt 
over seed with the hoe and giving cach 
hill a tamp with the hoe to pack 
dirt onto seed. 

The peas and potatoes come up 
together, a little in peas’ favor. He 
goes through twice with the cultivator 
and once with the horse plow or 
shovel plow. If the peas are not of 
extra late variety, and season not too 
dry, they come up enougn ahead of 
the potatoes so the cultivator and 
shovel plow do not cover them while 
going through. For spraying the po- 
tato vines he uscs a commercially pre- 
pared liquid of the bordeaux type, 
which does not hurt the pea vines in 
the least. 

He goes through hte rows twice a 
week gathcring peas for market, mak- 
ing a good revenue from peas to the 
acre. The pea vines do not choke 
the potato vines, and I believe help 
them, because in the hills where pea 
vines grow the loam seemed to be 
much lighter and porous. At potato 
digging time in September I measured 
the marketable potatoes; they aver- 
aged a bushel to 18 hills, or 268 bushels 
to the acre, which, considering the 
season, showed up much above the 
averiuge. 

The ground was rather light, receiv- 
ing only a light manuring in spring, 
fertilizers put on at the rate of 600 
pounds to the acre. The peas did a 
double service, giving a money crop 
and at the same time helping along 
the potatoes. The tubers were the 
smoothest I have seen harvested. It 
seems this method should prove pro- 
fitable to those ralsing potatoes by the 
drill or furrow method. 


Enamel on Auto Parts 


3*e thing which does its share to 
oeserving the gencral appearance of 
the automobile {1s to occasionally 
touch up the lamps, windshield frame 
and other black enamel parts of the 
kind. Scratches and slight chipping 
off of the enamel on these is bound 
to come, and makers of paints and 
varnishes can supply special enamel 
preparations to apply to scratched or 
marred spots in the metal. These 
enamel paints often are furnished to 
do their work with one application 
with a brush and without any rub- 
bing. 


Grade Animals Win 


The Shorthorn grade cows of Eng- 
land are, in the majority of cascs, 
just as pure-bred as the pedigrcoe 
animals. There the ordinary farmer 
has almost invarlably used pedigreed 
bulls so long that very little differ. 
ence in quality is to be observed 
between well-bred grade cows and 
pedigreed animals, and in milk pro- 
duction the grades often cap*ure the 
premier prizes at the London Dairy 
Show.

FLATIRON POLISHER 


Housewives, and others who appre 
clate the need for a smooth surface 
on a flatiron will find the polisher 
shown in tke sketch a convenient aid 
in keeping their irons in. proper shape. 
A wooden block, about 4 inches wide 
and 6 inches long, was fitted with five 
thin patches of beeswax as shown 
in the upper sketch. The holes bored 
into the wood were made large enough 
to fit the wax, which may be pur- 
chased in large thimble-shaped pleces. 
A double layer of linen, or other 
strong cloth, was fitted over the side 
having the wax imbedded in it, and 
a piece of fine emery cloth was folded 
over the other side of the block. A 
band of sheet jron riveted together 
so as to fit snugly over the edges 
holds the cloth and emery cloth in 
place. The flatiron may be polished 
by rubbing it on the emery cloth side 
of the block and waxed slightly by 
rubbing it over the cloth side.—Il*rom 
Popular Mechanic6. 


DELIGHTFUL SALAD PLANT 


Cress in Several Varieties is Easily 
Grown 

Any one unacquainted with cress 
has a pleasant surprise duc him, if 
he will try it out in the garden next 
season, or plant some in pots in the 
house for winter use. The leaves are 
pleasantly pungent avd may be used 
freely as a condiment, served with 
salads, or for garnishing. There are 
several varieties of cress—the ordin- 
ary variety an. the water cress. The 
seed is proverbial for its quick-sprout- 
{ng habit. If eress is wanted in Its 
prime continuously, sced must be 
sown thickly.. It may be grown in 
large flower pots or boxes, in any light 
and reasonably warm place. The soil 
should be kept molst. Water cress is 
often grown in shallow waters, but the 
ordinary garden varicty, more guit- 
able for pot growing, simply requires 
generous moisture. 


COSTLY FISH CULTURE 


Canada Restores Natural Resource 

Through Expensive Hatcheries 

Reference is frequently made to tho 
extent, variety and value of Canada’s 
fisheries, but it is rarely pointed out 
that fishing grounds are a yery 
readily cxhaustible form of natural 
resource. To a great degree fish is 
a@ crop, requiring considerable culti- 
vation; a large annual output of com- 
mercial fish can be obtained only 
through careful husbandry. In 1914- 
16 the Dominion Fisheries Branch 
spent $370,000—the largest single 
item in its  expenditure—upon fish 
culture. Although artificial breeding 
of fish has been carried on by the 
Dominion Government for nearly 50 
years, the great growth and develop- 
ment of this branch of fisheries ad- 
ministration hag been accomplished 
in the last decade. During the latest 
year for which statistics are available, 
64 hatcheries were conducted and tho 
ageregate of fry and fingerlings dis- 
tributed reached 1,640,000,000 in round 
numbers. 


Wash In Shady Place 


When exposed to the direct rays of 
the sun, the motor car never should 
be washed. It should be moved into 
a shady place if the washing is done 
out of doors. The gun’s rays will 
dull the finish if the car is wet. The 
heat of the rays {8 intense, and the 
finish gets warmed up, so that water 
‘will be a detriment at such a time. 
It igs not good for the hood to be 
washed while the motor {s hot, for the 
same reasons. You havo seen how a 
drop of water will spot when it dries 
quickly on a hot surface. This same 
thing may result on the car finfsh 
under such circumstances, only per- 
haps to a less degree, 


HALIFAX: WORLD PORT 


Because of its geographical location, 
because Halifax is the most easterly 
of the Canadian ports, and because, 
too, strangely cnough, it 1s never 
closed by ice, Canada through its De- 
partment of Rajlways and Canals, ts 
engaged there on one of the biggest 
port developments in the world. Work 
to the amount of $7,000,000 has been 
contracted for, and a total outlay of 
$30,000,000 is contemplated. The port 
development at Halifax is attracting 
the attention of ongincers every where. 
There is being puilt an entirely new 
railway entrance to the city, which 
means a re-location of the railway 
station and six miles of approach 
track through yirgin territory within 
the city Hmits. Furthermore, a radi- 
cal innovation in quay wall construc- 
tion is being introduced. The work 
is no less interesting as a study in 
commercial development and national 
self-sufficiency, for the port of Halifax, 
when completed, will be the climax 
of the grand Canadian transcontinen- 
tal railway scheme, which has been 
fructifying for the past decade; the 
transshipment point which is intend- 
ed to guarantee that Canadian goods 
will be carried entirely on Canadian 
soil; the link in the British “All Red” 
intercontinental transport.—New York 
Times. 


Conservation 


A factory for extracting ofl from 
herring waste and making dried fish 
scrap from residue has conmmenced 
operations at Lubec, Maine. It ex- 
pects to produce 750 barrels of oil 
and 800 tons of fish scrap in one year. 
The supply of raw niaterial will be 
secured chiefly from the St. Stephen 
district of New Brunswick. The 
utilization of this waste will stil! fur- 
ther increase the value of the smoked 
herring indu:try of that port.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitova, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion J.ands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion L.cnds 
Agency (but not Sub-Ageney), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. <A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicioity, 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his | home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

luties—Six months residence — in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
tra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as: home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted. his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts

reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
a house worth $300, 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, serub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

French vessel gave some interesting 
details of Canada’s part in the war,

‘The men of Canada have already 
gone to france and to the orient 
330,000 strong, making history at 
Ypres, in Picardy and in Gatlipoli. 
To augment this effort the women of 
Canada are equaling the standard set 
by theic husbands, sons and brothers 

In recognition of her services to 
France Mme. Casgrain has been pre- 
sented with the ‘‘medaille militaire’ 
a reward without precedent, for no 
other woman hulds this honor, ‘The 
“medaille militaire’ is given only as 
a mark of distinction and reward to 
soldiers performing an exceptional 
feat of arms on the battle ticld. This 
is the highest honor which a soldier 
can receive and is obtained rarely by 
generals. But Mme. Casgrain is 
doubly honored, for the ‘‘medaille 
militaire’’ was given her, not vy a 
government but by the united group 
of-herocs on whom the ‘‘medaille 
militaire’ already had been bestowed 
Mme. Casgrain, however, wears her 
distinctions modestly and accepts 
them for all Canada, for the medal 
will be placed in the national arch- 
ives.
